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The post office at Merrillville after an existence of 80 years is to be 
discontinued by the U. S. Post office department on and after February 15> 1924, 
and all mail for the inhabitants of the little village will pass through the 
Crown Point Post Office and delivered by rural carriers on Routes 1, 2, 3, 
which pass over the only two thoroughfares that the village affords. 

Years back, when Merrillville could brag of a railroad the mail for that 
point came by way of Crown Point and was carried as a Star route. 

The Merrillville Post Office was established in the 1830's a few years 
after Crown Point was founded and in discontinuing the office an old land 
mark of the county has been removed one that was popular in the late 40's. 

The village was a stopping place for the covered wagon caravans that were 
passing on their way to western states. 

The patrons of the pest office will be prepared to receive rural 
delivery on the 15 of February 1924 when the little grocery store post 
office will be a thing of the past. (From the Lake County Star) 

Seymour Wayman was born May 21, 1833, in Summit, New York. Served 
in the Civil War joined New York Volunteers Sept. 2, 1864 at the age of 31. 

Discharged July 3, 1865, in South Carolina. Tanner by trade. Shoe 
maker, later postmaster of Merrillville Post Office with his wife Huldah 
Green Wayman (My Great Aunt) Huldah Wayman then was the postmastress 1900 - 1901 . 

Seymour Wayman continuing with leather work in the same building. 

He did leather work and repaired shoes. Often made a special shoe for 
a man with a club foot. 

They had the only street light in the village in front of the Post

panel and set in the glass case. 

The post office was next door, west of what's now Kobys Garage on 
Old U.S. 330. 

Febraary 1968, the Department opened a new building on Broadway in 
which all Merrillville and most of Ross Township will be served.
